can see on every hand unmistakable 
evidences of their transcendent 
success.

"We, face the problem of alcohol- 


ism. Alcoholism has been defined 
as a poisoning of body, germ plasm, 
mind, (conduct and society produced 
by the consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages. There are various drinks, 
concocted 
differently, 
but 
which 


contain in common -this ingredient, 
alcohol, a narcotic habit-forming, 
degenerative racial poison. In pro- 
portion as that poison is absorbed 
in the human system, the poisoning, 
alcoholism, results. The acid test, 
therefore, of any system is: how 
much absolute alcohol gets into the 
blood stream, that determines the 
amount of the alcoholic results. 


Poison Docs Damage 


"Men have found that the con- 


sumption of these alcoholic bever- 
ages is in direct proportion to the 
facilities by which they may be ob- 
tained, and that as these facilities 
are increased, the consumption and 
consequent alcoholism increases. The 
logic of the temperance reform is 
simply that men seeking to remedy 
the evils of alcoholism have sought 
by law to restrict the facilities by 
which people obtain the beverages 
containing the poison that does the 
damage 


"Law. however, was not the ob- 


jective of the 
temperance reform. 


It was a means toward an end. You 
might conceivably secure better re^ 
suits from a law that was 100 per" 
cent perfect in its restrictive pro- 
visions and if you had enforcement 
that was 100 per cent efficient, and 
if you had observance that was 100 
per cent loyal, that would give you 
100 per cent prohibition. If you do 
not have 100 per cent prohibition-it 
must be that you fall under 100 per 
cent in law enforcement or observ- j 
•uice." 
I /Telling a story of how a motorist 
I overcame the noise of a knock in 
I his automobile engine by loosening 
the fenders, bumpers, doors and 
running gears, Mr. Spence said, 
"There may be a knock in the T>ro- 
bition engine in this country, and 
there are individuals who actually 
suggest as a remedy that you should 
loosen things up all around until 
there is such an infernal racket 
that the little noise there now is 
•would not 
be noticed. If 
things 


are loose, obviously the thing to do 
is to tighten where the looseness is, 
not to loosen where the tightness 
is. The looseness is not in the law, 
for the law is the same everywhere. 
There are varying degrees of enforce- 
ment and observance, but where en- 
forcement and observance reach 
their highest perfection, result* are

The 
parcels were torn open with raven- 
ous haste and their contents dis- 
distributed.

MEXICAN TOMB 


Alabaster, 
Gold 
And 
Huge 
Pearls Are Found Buried 
With Ten Chiefs. 


AKRON SISTER SHIP GROWS 


Mexico City, Jan. 
18 
(AP)—A 
Mextecan tomb just uncovered near 
the city of Oaxaca was revealed 
to be a veritable storehouse of his­ 
torical and material treasurers from 
the fifteenth century of Mexican 
civilization. 
Alfonso Caso, chief of the govern­ 
ment’s 
archeological 
mission, 
re­ 
ported the sepulchre represented the 
richest and most important discov­ 
ery ever made in North America and 
rivals—historically and intrinsically 
—the tomb of King Tutenkhamun 
in Egypt. The excavators produced 
more valuable relics, he said, than 
similar work In the Mayan ruins in 
Yucatan. 
The tomb located at Monte Alban 
contained among other things the 
bodies of ten Mextecan warriors cov­ 
ered with mementos of gold, jade, 
pearl, amethyst and alabaster, some 
of which were finely carved and of 
great beauty. 
Killed in Battle 
The chiefs apparently were killed 
in battle, he said, and were bulled 
with alt their wealth in great secrecy 
during a bloody conflict with the 
Zapotecan people, who eventually 
wrested their land from them. 
Three Zapotecan vases were found 
broken at the entrance to the mau- | 
solemn but all the other finds were j 
intact in spite of the great damage 
caused by earthquakes in Oaxaca for 
centuries. 
Among the valuables uncovered; 
were several crowns of pure gold, 
beautifully wrought relics of gold, 
pearls as large as pigeon eggs, jade 
necklaces, rings of gold and precious 
stones, vases of gold, rock crystal.

stores, was purchased from private­ 
ly owned breweries,, distilleries or 
wineries, upon which private cap­ 
ital took its toll of private profit. 
The saloon has been abolished 2,535 
of the 5 064 liquor selling establish­ 
m ents were public drinking places 
where liquor was sold for consump­ 
tion upon the premises and. while 
not called saloons, they were sa­ 
loons in fact.”

the evils oi alcoholism were in pro­ 
portion to the consumption of al­

governm ent figures 
which showed 
th a t the consumption of spirituous 
liquors had increased from 1,734,000 
gallons in 1923 to 3,036,000 gallons 
in 1930.

from 35 436,000 gallons to 62,100.000 
gallons, he said 
While the

sum ption of beer had increased 75 
per cent, the consumption of spir­

people drink the more whiskey they 
want."

increase in evils of all kinds Deaths 
from alcoholism increased from 134

or violations of liquor law's from 10,- 
088 to 19,327; convictions of drunk­ 
enness from 25.000 to 38,000; minor 
offenses of one kind and another

these offenses were analyzed it was 
found that tin* increase was partic­ 
ularly m regard to offenses associ­ 
ated with Hie use of liquor.

be obtained there van an increase 
iii tile 
am ount of liquor

and consumed, and a doubling of 
the am ount of absolute alcoholism 
contained in that liquor, and with 
an increase in each one of tho e 
m any columns, you had more than 
a conineitienee; you had cause and 
effect.

of which were finely carved and of 
great beauty. 


Killed in Battle 


The chiefs apparently were killed 


in battle, he said, and were buried 
vith all their wealth in great secrecy 
during a bloody conflict with the 


apotecan people, who eventually 
vrested their land from them. 


Three Zapotecan vases were found 


broken at the entrance to the mau- 
oleum but all the other finds were 
ntact in spite of the great damage 
caused by .earthquakes in Oaxaca for 
:enturies. 


Among the valuables uncovered 


vere several cr(owns of pure gold, 
beautifully wrought relics of gold, 
pearls as large as pigeon eggs, jade 
necklaces, rings of gold and precious 
stones, vases of • gold, rpck. crystal, 
onyx and alabaster—engraved with 
heiroglyphics—and a golden mask 
described as the most unique and 
/aluable thing of its kind-ever found.

His resignation, the icsult of fail- 


ing health brought on by his ad- 
vanced age—he is 90—is viewed as 
a distinct loss.ta liberals of the na- 
tion. 


Oldest on Bcncli 


Known as one of thc "two great 


dissenteis." a term which he dis- 
liked, Holmes is^the oldest man ever 
to occupy the supreme bench. He 
wrote into his opinions even after 
he had reached thc age of 90 his 
fervor for the new and the living 
in legal principle and interpreta- 
tion. He conceived it the duty of 
courts "to note the change in the 
nature of society and to do away 
with legal theories of .the past trat 
were erroneously applied to thc 
present." 


He approved the expansion of 


state nnd federal police powers to 
regulate conditions of society for the 
good of th2 community as an evo- 
lution of the common law to meet 
changing social demands. He con- 
tended. howe\er, that the court 
should not permit state or federal 
acts to violate any constitutional 
prohibition.

/ Thirty years ago Holmes said: 
"The law has become a conscious 
reaction upon itself of organized 
society knowingly 'seeking to de- 
termine its own destinies." 


Thc blue-blooded son of rt Boston 


poet whs a doughty protagonist of 
freedom of .speech.

P A R A L Y S I S IS 
SLOWLY WANING 


New York,—An 
analysis of the 
deaths in the 1931 epidemic of in- j 
fantUe pralysis seems to show that ! 
time fights on the sick* of public and J 
private heuith authorities, who do [ 
their best to prevent tile spread of ‘ 
the disease at the beginning. 
'Hie j 
rather general fact, gleamed from j 
this study, was that the later the j 
epidemic started in a given territory, j 
the smaller was the total number of . 
cast's per unit of population under , 
age fifteen. 
The analysis was made by s ta tis- i 
ticians who 
say 
thut while this 
statement cannot be taken to apply 
in every instance, its general truth 
is apparent from a study of the epi­ 
demic of last year in fifteen states. 
This study shows that, in a general 
way, the earlier the half-way stage 
in the epidemic was reached, the 
larger was the total number of cases 
per unit of population under age 
fifteen. 
The statisticians again point out 
thut the states of Connecticut and 
New York u’ere the hardest hit by 
the recent epidemic. 
In the worst 
week of this epidemic Connecticut 
had 162 cases, which corresponds to 
an annual case rate of 1,877 cases 
per 100,000 children under age fif­ 
teen. 
New York city had 591 cases 
at the height of the epidemic, cor-

* 1,809 per 100,000 children under fif- 
I t*en years. 
New York state had in 
its worst week 676 cases, correspond­ 
ing to an annual rate of 1,105 per 
100,000 children under age fifteen,

New York,—An analysis of the 


deaths'in the 1931 epidemic of in- 
fantile pralysis seems to show that 
time fights on the side of public and 
private health authorities, who do 
their best to prevent the spread of 
the disease at the "beginning. "The 
rather general fact, gleamed from 
this study, was that the later the 
epidemic started in a given territory, 
the smaller was the total number of 
cases per unit of population under 
age fifteen. 


The analysis was made by statis- 


ticians who say that while this 
statement cannot be taken to apply 
in every instance, its general truth 
is apparent from a study of the epi- 
demic of last year in fifteen states. 
This study shows that, in a general 
way, the earlier the half-way stage 
in the epidemic was reached, the 
larger was the total number of cases 
per unit of population under age 
nfteen. 


The statisticians again point out 


that the states of Connecticut and 
New York were the hardest hit by 
the recent epidemic. In^the worst 
week of this epidemic Connecticut 
had 162 cases, which corresponds to 
an annual case rate of 1,877 cases 
per 100,000 children under age fif- 
teen. New York city had 591 cases 
at the height of the epidemic, cor- 
responding to / an annual rate of 
1.809 per 100.000 children under fif-
